Desperation. 

Any oae dt all acquaintod with the 
facta so ^eoklesaly handled in the oi- 
gaU' yesterday, must coucludo the 
Oovernment to be in a condition of 
absolute desperation. It must surely 
be 80 when recourse is had to tho To- 
ronto "Leader" for consolation and 
bickiug! A lengthy article is talcen 
from the lihtlo read columns of tluit 
fossilized Tory journal, the object of 
■which is to show that Mr. "VValkem has 
gained a gvo;\t victory over Mr. 3Iac- 
kon'zie and coinjiGlliul liiia to coucikIc 
termsi iinmoasunibly iiidvu julvaii- 
tageou.s to Coluiabin than ihnsa pre- 
viously propoHtd to bu gi-antf'd, lIo-\v- 
ovev much wo iniyht, as ColuiubiLius, 
rejoice over any substantial ad van t,a;^cs 
l();^itiinatoly n;ained for our own Pro- 
Yiuce, a proper logar J for tnith com- 
pels us to deny that any advantarro 
whatever is likely to accrue from "Wal- 
kem's luission. That it has occMHii^ncd 
many months' delay and no little ex- 
panse is well known; but that thn 
Terms now paraded before the public 
as so much better than those Mr. i\bic- 
kenzie was prepared to give in May 
are no better at all, but in some re 
specta really worse, is beyond contro- 
versy. Here are AYalkera's Better 
Terms, ns paraded in the "Leader" 
and eagerly copied by our local con- 
temporary :-"lhe Radical Government 
oSFerod to spend one million and u half 
auuually in tlio construction of the 
British Columbia section of tho Ca- 
nada Pacitic Railway. Lor:l Carnarvon, 
t'lo Colonial Secretary, has 'reruni- 
m3nded,' 'with tho cousouL of tiic 
Governor-General of the Dominion," 
that two millions be so spent. He 
has also'recouimonded'that llie time of 
completion of tho Canada Pacific, from 
' Lake Superior to the PuciLic Ocean, bo 
limited to tho year 18i)0. This ■will 
completely knock on tho head Mac 
keuzie's magnilicent wnlcr-strctclics' 
on tho Saskatchcvran, Kaniiuistiquia 
and other waters. PcsiLlcs these con- 
ditions, another aiguificeut 'recom- 
mendation' is given, that tho railway 
on Vancouver Island from Nanairao 
to Esquimau be built, and that a tele- 
graph line across the continent, as well 
as a waggon road, should be made 
ahead of the railway." Now, it is 
only unconscionable choek or mon- 
Btrons ignorance that could jubilate 
over these terms as a victory for Walkem 
over ^lackenzie. As was pointed out 
yesterday — those acquainted with tho 
principles and usago.-i of IlL'spousible 
Government don't rarpnrc to li.ive it 
pointed out— ''the consent of tlio (lov- 
ernor-Gencral of Canada" means the 
consent of Mr. rilackonzie himself. 
It, therefore, sim[)ly amounts to this, 
that Lord Carnarvon "rcconjuicnilcd" 
Mr. Mackenzie to j^dvo Columbia ex- 
actly what Mr. Mackenzie "coiiseut- 
ed" to allow l>ord Carnarvon to 'tc- 
coinuiend." The proposition is novi l, 
certainly; but it is no less true than 
novel. How could it be otherwise? 
The constitution permitted no more 
than a "recommf-ndatinn " froin JJo'.\ n- 
ing street. Lord Carnarvon (ii; ui-i.'c tly 
ascertained first what ho Cfjnld "r. - 
commend" Mr. Mackenzie to do with- 
out running the riskofbciny placed 
in a false I'losition. Bur, surely there 
can be no doubt as to tlui [)atoraity of 
these new Ternt.-. Thr-ir idoni ify with 
tlioBO oh'cred by Mr. '^inrkeu/Ar iu 
Tllay last leaves no room v.-lia('.* vcr to 
douiit tlinir origin. Ihcy did'ar from 
thoHO ofl'ored through Mr. i"]d;,'ar only 
iu two narticulai^s,— two niilliuns mini- 
mum ex[)endiliirc, inste ui of a million 
and a half, and t!io end cd' the year 



say. In t^o far an "victory" is concer- 
ned, if, indeed, there has been any 
victory at all, it certainl;^ appears to 
us to have been all on tho'side of Mr. 
Mackenzie, who has gained a twelvo- 
montlia' delay iu oonamencing,aud ten 
years' extension for completing rail- 
way constructiqjil-; , . 

Stifling tho Vox Populi. 

It is now a long time since the reso- 
lutions passed at the meeting held at 
Cache Creek reached the OoYorament 
organ published in tliis city. Why aro 
thoy suppressed ? The meeting was 
culled at the iustanco of Ministers and 
engineered by one of the most sub- 
sorviont of all . their henchmen; and 
the resolutions themselves were for 
the most part mado to order. AVhy, 
then, are nut tln^so ]vrecious pinana- 
lions ])ul)libhud ? Simply liccausf) tlic 
ciij^dui'cr e.-vccded his iustruftions and 
was " hoit't by his own ])etard." In 
i/rdcr to induce thoso who attended 
the meeliiig to liolt the Jliiiistcrial 
l)ro;,n-ainn>c it v,-as liunid ncc^essary to 
present a resolution requiring any 
new Railway lerms to bo submitted 
to tho i)eo])k'; and ralhnr tliaii jniblish 
such a resolution passed under such 
circumstances, Ministers arc, it would 
appear, willing to forego the publica- 
tion of those more congenial to them. 
Such are tlio true reasons for stitlui:; 
tlio vox populi; and in this scciiiiiig 
trivial circuinstuucc may bo discover- 
ed cvulenco of conscious weakness on 
rhe part of the (iovcrnnipiit.
